The fundamental question at issue in thé present 
railroad crisis is not the eight hour day. 


adiusting industrial disputes shall be arbitration or 
In this case the reasons for the choice of arbi- 
tration are overwhelming, for a resort to the strike 
means the paralysis of a vital public function and 
@ disaster to a whole nation’s business. 

Both the immediate and the ultimate results ot 
@ successful repudiation of arbitration will be of 
the gravest nature and no temporary evasion or 
compromise should blind the country to this fact. 

Mr. Wilson declares that arbitration is not pos- 
The assertion would carry more 
weight if it had been preceded by a more earnest 
effort to induce arbitration. It is natural, if not 
inevitable, for one party to a controversy to refuse 
arbitration if it can secure its demands without 
either arbitration or strike, and no one who has fol- 
lowed Mr. Wilson’s attitude, utterance, and course 
of action since he undertook the task of negotiating 
peace can feel that arbitration has had a fair ehance | 
from that moment.

August Work in the Garden. 
m, IVE careful attention to the pan- 
ales. It is to be supposed that 
all the old branches were cut 
away some time ago, and that 
the plants have been having a 
resting spell. Examination will gener- 
ally show that little buds are starting 
from the crown ot the plants. Now is 
the time to apply some good fertilizer 
to facilitate a strong growth a little 
later on, from which large, fine flowers’ 
may reasonably be expected during the 
cool weather of fall. f 

Go over the hollyhock plants and cut 


away the tall stalks. Most plants will WLan 


have rudimentary stalks near their base. 
These seldom amount to anything, as 
they are never encouraged to develop. 
But if we cut away the old stalks and 
apply a little fertilizer to the roots of 
the plants most of these will grow to be 
three or four feet tall, and give us a 
crop of late flowers which will be. much 


decreasing the temperature of the wa- 
ter until you are able to take a plunge 
and immediately react. ‘The best time 
for a cold plunge is before breakfast.

But if we cut away 
the old growth as soon as it has devel- 
oped all its flowers new stalks will be 
produced from buds near the base of the 
plant; and these will often—but not al- 
ways—give us a late crop of flowers. 

It ‘is now too late in the season to 
apply fertilizers indiscriminately. Most 
plants of the garden have completed the 
growth of the year, and are now under- 
going a sort of hardening or ripening 
process which will put them in yee 
condition for winter. 

To apply manures to such plants will 
often force a growth that will fail to 
properly ripen, and the plants will be in 
no condition to withstand the debilitat- 
ing effects of severely cold weather. In 
advising the use of a fertilizer on the 
hollyhock and the phlox I am assuming 
that you have plants of both that you 
would be willing to sacrifice for the 
sake of a few late A 


If you have not set out in permanent 
places such perennials as have appeared 
among the old plants in the border, now 
is the time to look the garden over and 
see where these seedlings can be planted 
to advantage next month.
